Close to Czernowitz, 

PRTROGRAD, June 12, via London 
—tKussiun troops yesterday approach- 
ed the outskirts of Czernowity, the 
capital of Bukowina, the war oftice 
announced today. The statement also 
says that Russian troops attacked the 
bridgehead at Zaleszczyki. As the 
Russian troops drew near Czernowits, 
the report says, there were numerous 
explosions caused by the Austrians 
within the city, 

The number of Austrians captured 
by the Russians in the new offensive 
movement has been increased to more 
than 114,000. In many‘sectors of the 
front, the statement says, the Rus- 
siang are still pursuing the defeated 
Austrians. 

The statement follows: 

“Owing to sterm? tn Santh Riesia 
and consequent temporary rupture of 
telegraphic communications, reports 
nre delayed and news of our armies is 
restricted. Nevertheless, it is con- 
firmed that General Brusiloff's offen- 
sive continued yesterday. In 
sectors of the front we are still pur- 
suing the defeated enemy, and in 
some places we attacked him hotly. 
He counter attacked with desperation. 

“The total of our prisoners now 
amounts to 1,700 officers and 113,000 


men, 
Details of Fighting. 


“The following details of the fight- 
ing have been received: 

“In the course of the engagement 
neay Rojiteche (on the Styr, near 
Lutsk), mentioned yesterday, one of 
our recently formed elements captur- 
ed 18 officers and 1,185 German sol- 
diers, and 26 officers and 742 Austrian 
soldiers, as compared with the round 
figures of 2,000 given yesterday. 

“In Galicta, in the region of the vil- 
lages of Gliadki and Verobieyvka, north 
of Tarnopol, the enemy attacked re- 
peatedly and furiously, but was re- 
pulzed, on the morning of the 11th, In 
this action our artillery distinguished 
itself by sustained gusts of fire with 
which it met all the enemy's attacks, 

“In the region of Bobulintze, to the 
north of Buezacz, the Austrians, as- 
sisted by German forces brought to 
this region, desperately opposed us 
with a series of counter attacks, to 
which our troops replied by further 
attacks, but were torced to give 
ground a little at this point. The 
fighting continues with ever increas- 
ing desperation,

Total in Officers From Fight Near Zillebeke Now Numbers 205—More 
Than Dosen Edmonton Men Appear in Lists of Yesterday—One 
is Reported Prisoner of War in Germany. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 13%.--Three casual- 
ty lists were issued by the department 
ot militia during the past twenty-four 
hours, and in addition to these private 
cables to Major-Gen Sir Sam Hughes 
reported fifteen additional officer ca.- 
ualties, which list now totals 295 offi- 
cers since the battle of last week at 
Sanctuary wood on the Ypres salient, 
Of these officers, three are reported 
killed in action, eight wounded, three 
wounded and suffering from shell 
shock, and one suffering from shell 
shock, 

The first list, issued in the afternoon, 
contained ninety-four reports; the se- 
cond, issued at midnight, contained 
218; and the third, issued at one 
o'clock this morning, contained 241. 
Of these 548 casualties, five are re- 
portéd as killed in action, one dead of 
wounds, four missing, three serlously 
and one dangerously ill, one suffering 
from shell shock, one sick, four pre- 
viously reported mitsing now prisoner 
of war, 526 wounded and two slightly 
wounded, 


Edmonton men again figured large- 
ly in the casualty lists issued yester- 
day. While it is almost impossible to 
identify ali who have recruited in Ed- 
monton from the casualty lists in their 
present form there are more than a 
dozen whom it is clear were former 
residents of this city. 

The lists do not reveal any local 
men killed; all but one are suffering 
from wounds.

LONDON, June 2—-(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press)--The chance 
for successful invasion of India by 
Germanic allies, if ever there was a 
time when such an enterprise could 
have been attempted with any hope of 
success, is past, An unprecedented op- 
portunity which was given the Gers 
mans early in the war to try their 
hand at causing disaffection among 
the natives was seized upon and failed 
of the desired results and there is 
now no fear that the Indian empire 
will be lost to Great Britain’ by an in- 
vasion through Afghanistan, 


These views were expressed to the 
Associated Press by Lieut.-Col, Sir 
Francis Younghusband, leader of the 
mission to Thibet in 1904, and for 


many years in the government service 
in India, who described at length the 
situation there, 

Bold Move of Viceroy, 

When the viceroy of India, early in 
the war sent out of the country almost 
all the British troops in order to rein- 
force the hard pressed entente allics 
in the various theatres of operations, 
he created a sensation in which the re- 
tention of India by Great Britain de- 
pended on the continued lovalty of the 
natives, said Sir Francis, It was it 
bold move, but Lord Hardinge, then 
viceroy, had his hand on the pulse of 
the country. 

“Had a revolt developed,” continued 
Sir Francis, “the blame would have 
fallen on the shoulders of the viceroy, 
but Lord Hardinge’s confidence in the 
natives was justified,” 

Sir Franck outlined the situation in 
India at the outbreak of the war and 
told of the German attempts at a con- 
quest, 

“On the far side c the northwest 
frontier of India,” he said, “are war- 
like ant hotblooded races, 
that direction that all conquerors of 
India except the British have broken 
through.

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President Wilson says. ‘‘The 
peace of the world must hence- 
‘forth depend upon a new and 
‘«more wholesome diplomacy,’’ It 
is to be hoped it will. But when 
one country decides to strike for 
world conquest what sort of 
diplomacy, new or old, is to pre- 
serve the peace of the world? 

The ‘‘Princess Pats’’ seem to 
have a positive talent for getting 
into the very thick of it—or for 
making the place where they hap- 
pen to be the place where it is 
thickest. The battalion has been 
practically wiped out once, and the 
casualty lists are now telling the 


story of what it did and how it 
faredinthe recent terrifie days 
around Ypres. Where all have 


done so nobly special praises have 
to be bestowed with discerimina- 
tion, but Canadians in khaki and 
out of it may well take off their 
hats to the survivors, the dead, and 
the memory of the P.P.C.L.L 


President Wilson defines his 
neutrality as being such that he is 
not concerned in the origin of the 
present war, nor in the way it 
ends. It is not, of course, for 
Canadians to criticize the opinions 
of the President. But that does 
seem a strange view to be pro- 
claimed by the head of a great na- 
tion; particularly the head of a na- 
tion which took a leading part in 
promoting Hague conferences and 
the formulating of conventions to 
preserve peace; and a_ nation 
whose citizens have been drowned 
by the hundred in defiance of 
these conventions and in further- 
ance of Berlin’s plan for conquer- 
ing the world. Should the war 
end the way Berlin wants it to, no- 
thing is much more certain than 
that the President's children wili 
be concerned about it some day. 

The prohibitory liquor law 
comes into effect the first of next 
month. The purpose of it is to 
prevent traffic in liquor for use as 
a beverage, The law cannot ac- 
complish the end unless it is en- 
forced. Advertisements are be- 
ing published warning all concern- 
ed that the law is to be enforced 
rigidly, That is what should be 
done. It is the unequivocal duty 
of a government to make , every 
law accomplish its purpose as far 
as that can be done by punishing 
infractions of it. But the Gov- 
ernment cannot enforee —prohibi- 
tion—or any other law--rigidly 
without a measure of co-operation 
on the part of the public. This 
does not mean that people should 
turn themselves into private de- 
tectives and go about spying up- 
on their neighbors. But it does 
mean that no citizen is doing his 
duty who refuses to give the law 
officers the benefit of any informa- 
tion that may come to him of wil- 
ful or persistent violation of the 
law. The people of Alberta vot- 
ed for the prohibiton of the liquor 
traffic. Having instructed their 
Government to’prohibit the traffic 
it is for them to do their part to 
make their wishes effective. The 
public cannot take up an attitude 
of neutrality on this or any other 
mattér where the question of law 
enforcement is involved and still 
hold the Government respénsible 
for the consequences. The Gov- 
ernment is only the agent of the 
public, and the agent cannot be 
held accountable if his principal 
does not sanction, approve, and 
when necessary actively assist, in 
the furtherance of the end in view. 
Public opinion determines what 
law shall be, and public spirit de- 
termines what measure of law en- 
forcement there shall be.

vicinity of Edmonton there are many 
localities which are ideal for military 
evolutions and rifle ppagtioe. . 
Hiecause seme persons in authority 
find it convenient’ from a certain 
slandpoint to concentrate our bat- 
talions in Calgary we afe asked to tol- 
such a procedure under the plea 
of patriotism because  forsooth it is 
“conducive to efficiency.” 

We may ask these men who profess 
such profound military wisdom if it is 
“conducive to efficiency’ to have men 
lying in the cold and damp, shivering 
all nig®t and with wet feet all day, 
they will get enough of that when it is 
unavoidable, and having been a hos- 
pital sergeant myself I know’ from 
octual experience in military field hos- 
pitals what is invariably the conse- 
quence of subjecting men to such 
treatment, a large percentage are on 
the sick Hist with throat and lung 
troubles which certainly are not con- 
ducive of efficiency. 

Any man who knows the blissful 
exhilaration of shivering in a wet, 
crowded tent all night, crowded in 
like herrings in a tub, to” rise in the 
morning stiff and sore, would be de- 
lighted to share his peaceful couch 
with the persons who condemn him to 
such punishment, but the individuals 
responsible will take particular care 
that they enjoy all the luxuries of life 
even if the soldiers spend the whole 
night in invoking all the tortures of 
hades,upon their heads as they as- 
suredly do. 

If we consult any of our returned 
soldiers they will tell us the truth, 
which is that straight shooting is the 
one thing of importance, battalion 
evolutions, saluting offcergs correctly, 
ete,, are all very well at home, but 
they have. no place at the front in 
trench fighting and that is what war 
is now, 

Ask any returned = soldier and he 
will say that soldiering at the front 
means leaving out all the frills and 
fuss and feathers which some of our 
military solons consider so desirable, 
wive our boys good serviceable boots 


and equipment and a rifle that will 
not jam and become useless when 
given hard usage such as the Ross 


rifle does, and we can be very sure 
they will uphold the honor of their 
flag while they live, but do not permit 
them to lie down at night to try to 
rest on a water soaked swamp as they 
did last year. é

How to Overcome the Slicing Ha- 
bit—Golf is Game of Exact 
Science 


(By Charles McNaughton) 

The causes of a “slice” in golf are 
about as numerous as the hairs-in a 
man's head, But the princlpal cause 
in erratic and amateur golfers is due 
to the fact that most golfers fall away 
from the ball instead of firmly keep- 
ing proper “stance.” Lack of distance 
Is one of the commonest faults of all 
golfers, and results in improper and 
poor drives being made,

Then I began 
to work out my cure. 

To make my “follow through” cor- 
rect, I threw morc weight on my left 
heel at the beginning of the swing of 
the drive. This enabled me to keep in 
mind the deficiency, and at the same 
time more naturally complete the full 
“after stroke.” This stroke is a 
furidamentai-in direction and distance 
alike. 

For hours at a time I practised 
throwing my weight on my left heel. 
Eventually it became second nature to 
me, Then my “follow through" be- 
came correct and my “slice” was gone. 

The golf player cannot be careless. 
Golf is an exact science. That's why 
it has such a hold on the thinking 
men and women, Thought and care, 
coupled with practice, will eliminate 
every fault of any person's game. 

To all golfers who have a “slice,” 
or a poor drive, I say: 

“Take proper distance. Play 
ball with your weight on your left 
heel. Complete your ‘follow through’ 
and your ‘slice’ will soon disappear.”
